Mexicans, alresdy mentioned, trying to 


A semb-tropic Garden. 


The growth of vegetation under the 
favorable conditions of soil and climate 


existing in Southern California is a 


matter of surprise to visitors from the 


east, and perbape it might be also to 
those who have been resident here for a 


longer period who have given but little 


thought to the existing conditions of 


growth. Therefore we invite the read- 
ers of the Times to visit a garden which 
has been created within four years, 

As an evidence of the rapid advance 
of vegetation in this favorable soil and 
climate, stands a delicate white rose 

. bash of four years’ growth which is 
seven and a hulf feet high, while the 
circumference of the trank, two feet 
from the ground, 1s eightinches. Near 


this trunk stands a dragoon pa!m of 


the same age, twelvé feet high, while 
_ ‘the circumference of the trunk, two 
feet from the ground, in its smaliest 


part, is seventeen inches. There is also 
@ magnolia, three years old, which is 


eight feet in height and five inches 
around the body. There are abont 
seventy varieties of tea and China 
roses, \nch as are grown only in the con. 
servatories at the East, but which her 
flourish all the year in the open sun- 
sbine, some of them being in blossom 
every day in the year. Side by side 
grows the Sea Lavender from Siberia 
with the plants of the same family from 
the sunty tropics. The tropical mem- 


bers flower the year und, while 


that from Siberia is in but 


five months. There is also the Yucca 
aloifolia from South Amerida, and Yucca 
quadricolor, a rare and beauti‘ul planr- 


Also the yucca from the desert, which 
grows to the height of twenty feet. 
Flourishing, too, in the sunshine id the 
Crinum, trom South America, a beaut - 
fal bot-house plant, with a bulb twenty 
three inches in circumference just above 
the surface. When about to biossom, it 
sends out a jiong arm, on the end of 
which the buds form, and when in full 
bloom it shows clusters fifteen inches 
in diameter of lily-like flowers of snowy 
white. 

Io one portion of the grounds may be 
found fifteen varieties of the alue fam 
fiy, from the Cape of Good Hope, 
among them the Socotrina; producing 
the finest medicinal aloes. Here alac 
are two varieties of the lovely Night 
blooming Cereus, and fifteen tropical 
varieties of the cacti, the gigantic cac- 
tus from. Mexico, which grows eighi or 
ten feet high, sometimes reaching a ton 
in weight.. Here also is a large variety of 
palms, among which are the Syrian 
date palm and the sago palm. Grow 
ing abundantly is the St-phanotis flori- 
bunda, with ite pure white, waxy flower, 
which is so carefully tended in eastern 
conservatories, and the Tuberose, which 
blossoms ten months in the year. And, 
growing in massive pyramids, six or 
eight feet in diameter, is the fragr-nt 
Mahernia odorata, or honeybell, which 
in the East is grown as a window plant, 
and is a favorite tor hanging baskets,and 

_. which there rarely exceeds, under the 
most favorable circumstances, a single 
foot in diameter. The Swainsonia is 
here a perpetual bloomer, and the Chili 
jeseamine, a tender, fragrant plant, 
flourishes wonderfully, as well as the 
delicate Amaryilis family from the Cape 
of Good Hope and the West Indies, 
from South America and New Holland, 
while nd&iding in the sunshine is the 
Tecoma jasmincides, from New South 
Wales, with its besutiful white, pink 

tinted, beli-shaped blossom, with 
esntre of rich rose pink. Aad here, 
too, grows the Melianthus major, or 
honey tree, whose flowers drip with 
sweetvess,and the oderous camphor tree 
from Japan, the Cedar of Lebanon, and 
the singular, leaficss Beef wood tree from 
Australia. It derives its name from the 
appearance of iis wood, which looks 
like raw beef when cut. 

Bat who can put a Southern Califor- 
pia garden "poo paper? There is 
scarcely a plant binoming in tropical or 
in temperate zones bat what takes 
kindly to our soil. Side by side they 
flourish under the same sun and fill our 
gardens with beauty and fragrance.

into one of the greatest manufacturing 
caters in the Union. We are manu- 
facturing wine, and raisins, and 

and canned peaches, and 
apricots, and tons of walnuts, 
and beef cattle, and cheese, and pork, 
all worth to us many millions of dol- 
lars. What dovs it matter, as a 
commercial proposition, whether we 
manufacture one thousand carloads of 
Oranges during the year 1886, worth 
on the Chicago market one million 
dollars, or whether we manufacture 
pig iron or steel worth the same 
smount? In either case we spend a 
large share of the pr ceeds among 
laboring men, who in turn spend it 
among the grocers and butchers, asd 
other channels of trade.

ook ground oats until well done in

ounce of salt, one fourth of an ounce 
of sulphur, a pound of ground bone, 
and enough water to allow it to cook 
fifteen minutes more. While hot add 
half # gallon of milk, and thicken the 
Mass to a stiff dough with one part 
middlings and two of corn meal. Of 
Course this will make a large quan- 
tity, but if it be baked and crumbled 
for the chicks, it will be all they will 
require, while it will keep for quite a 
length of time. It should be fed four 
times a day, and in addition the 
chicks should have green food. If 
preferred, the mixture mav be made 
io small quantities at a time by simply 


soaking the ingredients over night 


and allowing the mixture to boil in 
the morning, then thickening and 
cooking in the shape of bread. 
Preparing Axainst Vermin. 
Lice have been the bane of all who 
endeavor to keep fowls. Despite all 
the precautions lice will take posses— 
sion, and, once established, work will 
be required for getting rid of the 
pests. It must be remembered that 
unless the entire premises are over- 
hauled nothing can be done. Lice 
may be driven off the roosts and yet 
be very thick ia the nests. Or they 
my store themselves in some over- 
looked crevice, to come forth and 
multiply as rapidly as before. No 
balf-way measures will do for them. 
t must be a war of extermination, and 
bot a single one must be left. Some- 
times the yards must be cleaned up in 
ord:r to escape them. 

To keep the vermin away, place 
»bacco refuse in the nests, which will 
not injure the hens in any manner, and 
anoint the roosts with coal oil 4 
week. Every three months the walls 
should be well whitewashed, with 


carbolie acid in the whitewash, and 


the droppings should be removed at 
least twice a week. Occasionally a 


good dustin of the whole interior |/ 


with Persian insect powder will be an 
advantage. But gettiag rid of lice is 
the difficulty. To do so the first thing 
is to clean wut the henhouse and leave 
no portion of the droppings. Lice 


often find lodgment in the droppings, 


aod hence a solution of carbolic acid 
sbould be sprinkled over those that 
are removed. Put whitewash into 
every crack and crevice thickly. Let 
it be hot, if possible, and do not be

Cleantivess iu Milning. 
“The cow's udder should always be 
washed or sponoged off vefore milking, 
so th.t no impurities c-p enter the 
milk.’’ So says an exchange, but we 
do not indorse the above as practi 
cable. If the washing was sure to be 
most thoroughly done, and as_ thor- 
ougbly dried afterwards, this treatment 
might do. But suppose a large num- 
ber of cows are to be milked before sun- 
rise, sud the above advice is attempted 
to be carried out. We hold up our hands 
in horror and say no, not if the milk- 
ing is to be accomplished within « 
reasonable time, and with any ordi- 
nary force of men. Our chief objec 
tion to any such procedure is the fact 
that unless the operation is done most 
thoroughly, impurities are more likely 
than ever to enter the milk; perhaps 
not in the form of solids, but, worse 
yet, in liquid form. Keep the stables 
well littered, and when the. milker 
sits down to his task, have him rub 
the bag off well with dry straw or a 
stiff brush, then milk quickly and 
strain immediately before proceeding 
another cow. If this practice is care- 
fully followed, no impurities need 
ever enter the milk. But never, we 
repeat, attempt to wash @ith water 
the cow's udder, unless the animal is 
indeed ia a filthy condition faind, 
done,do not attempt to milk her 
until the udder is thurougly dried. 


‘Twenty Acres Eoough. 

Old settlers say, when speaking of 
twenty-acre homes, “A man can’t 
make a living on twenty acres.” 
James Y. Diilon, near Woodland, has 
ten acres of land in fruit. Seven 
acres of this has bearing Muscatel 
vines. The st season Mr. Dillon 
sold from these seven acres $1,969 25 
worth of raisins and $150 worth of 
green grapes, besides what were eaten 
by his family and given away to neigh- 
bors. This is » gross yield of $302.75 
per acre. The net yield must have 
been $250 per acre. Thatis 10 per 
cent. on $2,500 per acre. Who, with 
such insteasce before us, will say that 
twenty acres of good land in Califor- 
nia, well tilled, is not enough to make 
a happy home and independent in- 
come and-living for a family?

Several correspondents have written, 
ssking for information regarding 
chicks. One of them has beeu 

ing largely of corn meal, and 
States that the chicks do well enough 
Until they begin to feather, whea they 
then droop and become sickly. This 
is due to the fact that corn meal con- 
but a emall proportion of the 
elements that assist in producing 
feathers. In developing feathers, and 
just when passing from the “downy” 
eondition,” the chick must have suit- 
food, and often, or it will perish, 
when surrounded by an abund- 
&nce of food not required for feather 
growth. A feather contains nitrogen 
an€é the phosphates, the nitrogen (as 


Ofgens of smell when the feather is 
burned. This nitrogen is that which 
is derived from meat, milk, the gluten 
of wheat and oats, blood and some- 
times from green food, but most 
abundantly from meat, milk, and 

grains. The phosphates are de- 
rived principally from ground one, 
Wheat, oats, and milk. The feather 
contains shiphurt, soda, magnesia, 
lime, and other mineral elements.
